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We have no sympathy for Chinese sales of Silkworm missiles 
to Iran and we deplore the actions of the regime in Iran. Me 
question, though, whether taking actions that effectively 
single out United States businesses for punishment is an 
appropriate response. 

The positive benefits that flow to U.S. businesses as well 
as to U.S. foreign policy from liberalizing our commercial 
exports to China should not be hampered by delays and 
unreliability in export licensing. If U.S. industry is to be 
competitive in the China market, our export control policy 
must be consistent, rational and consistent with the policies 
of our COCOM allies. We submit that using national security 
controls for foreign policy purposes is at odds with our goals 
in China. 

Accordingly, we urge the U.S. Government to reconsider the 
tactic of clamping down on high technology exports to China in 
retaliation for what is essentially a foreign policy 
disagreement.
